Population 


The  figure  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  mid  year 
population  was  I69I6O  which  is  an  increase  of  340  over  the  previous 
yearo  The  growth  of  the  population  since  the  war  has  been  slow  but 
is  steady  and  shows  no  sign  of  having  reached  a peak* 


Births 


Live  births  totalling  3^4  give  a general  Birth  Rate  of  22*53 
per  1 9OOO  population  which  compares  well  with  the  figure  of 
for  England  and  Wales*  Still  Births  with  a total  of  5 gave  a Still 
Birth  Rate  of  14*0  per  I5OOO  births  which  v/as  appreciably  better  than 
the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  19‘>7» 


Deaths 


Allowing  for  the  inward  and  outward  transfer  of  deaths  the 
total  number  registered  in  the  district  v/as  210  which  gives  a Death 
Rate  of  1*30  per  1,000  population*  This  figure  when  weighted  for 
comparison  with  other  areas  yields  a comparative  Death  Rate  of  10.01 
v/hich  com^pares  well  with  the  figure  of  11*5  for  England  and  Wales. 
Infantile  deaths  totalled  9 s.11  of  which  took  place  within  one  week 
of  birth,  the  main  cause  being  prematurity* 

Among  the  causes  of  death,  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation 
were  the  most  prevalent,  follov^ed  by  the  malignant  diseases*  In  the 
latter  group  malignant  disease  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  has  come 
rather  more  into  prominence  compared  with  the  disease  in  other  sites.

IFotifiable  Diseases 


During  196O  the  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
which  were  received  was  32  as  compared  with  284  in  the  previous  year. 
The  largest  single  group  of  disease  was  Measles  with  a total  of  22 
the  majority  of  ?/hich  occurred  during  the  second  half  of  the  yearo 
One  case  each  of  Poliomylitis  and  of  Typhoid  were  recorded.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  recorded  in 
Felixstowe  since  1948. 

In  the  case  of  Typhoid,  the  disease  was  contracted  abroad  and 
only  became  manifest  on  the  patientte  return.  The  patient  recovered 
after  treatment  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  rose  by  six 
during  the  year  but  only  four  of  these  cases  were  new  cases.

Housing 


On  the  whole  the  general  condition  of  the  district  is  very  good 
although  there  are  a few  of  the  older  type  of  dwellings  which  require 
to  be  kept  under  close  supervision  and  dealt  with  as  the  need  arises. 

The  demand  for  houses  although  not  so  acute  as  it  was  during 
the  immediate  post  war  years,  is  still  quite  brisk  and  shows  little 
sign  of  abating  in  spite  of  the  considerable  amount  of  new  building 
which  has  taken  place.

The  housing  needs  of  the  old  people  must  he  kept  in  view 
as  only  too  often  they  are  not  in  a position  to  secure  appropriate 
accommodation  v/ithin  their  means. 

The  modern  interest  in  caravans  has  given  rise  to  a flourishing 
industry  in  the  provision  of  caravan  sites  throughout  the  country. 

The  caravan  sites  in  Felixstowe  are  well  appointed  and  maintained 
and  offer  little  justification  for  criticism  from  the  health  point 
of  view. 


General  Amenities 


During  the  mosquito  breeding  season  a v/atch  was  kept  on  likely 
breeding  places  and  any  signs  of  infestation  were  dealt  v/ith. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  Model  Yacht  Pond  and  to  various 
water-courses o 

Oil  on  the  beaches  has  for  some  years  been  a source  of  annoyance 
but  during  the  year  under  review^  this  nuisance  seems  to  have 
mitigated  to  some  extent. 

Prom  time  to  time  the  question  of  a Public  Convenience  for 
the  Brackenbury  areas  is  raised.  Considering  the  increasing  popularity 
of  the  seafront  in  this  areaj  I feel  that  there  is  considerable 
justification  for  the  idea. 

With  regard  to  public  conveniences  in  general  I feel  that  we 
should  encourage  cleanliness  by  providing  more  facilities  for  hand 
washing.

Causes  of  Death  (Continued) 


The  number  of  deaths  reported  as  being  due  to  malignant  disease 
has  not  altered  materially  during  the  past  few  years o Indeed  the  total 
number  for  I96O  was  lower  than  either  of  the  tv/o  proceeding  years 9 but 
this  number  is  apt  to  fluctuate o There  has  hov/ever  been  a gradual 
change  in  the  pattern  of  malignant  cases » Over  the  past  eight  years 
there  has  been  a very  gradual  increase  in  the  proportion  of  malignant 
deaths  which  are  due  to  disease  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi.  This  increase 
has  been  more  or  less  balanced  by  a tendency  for  the  number  of  deaths 
from  malignant  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  body  to  decrease.

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Felixstowe  and  District 
Company,  being  drawn  from  the  Newbourn  stream  and  Mill  River,  Bucklesham, 
and  pumped  from  a deep  well  at  Rushmere®  The  river  v;ater  is  purified 
before  distribution  by  means  of  sedimentation  with  alum,  rapid  gravity 
sand  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  deep  well  water  is  simply  chlorinated. 

A high  standa^rd  of  puritj^  was  maintained  in  the  town's 
supplies  during  the  year,  as  the  results,  shown  in  Table  1 ^of  the  samples 
of  water  taken  and  examined. oonfira*

Whereas  there  are  few  worn-out  and  unfit  dwellings  in  the  District, 
many  are  obsolescent  and  not  worth  preserving.  Basically,  obsolescence 
grows  from  the  results  of  changing  standards  and  conditions?  more  rarely 
from  the  decay  of  the  fabric  of  the  buildings  concerned.  The  statutory 
test  of  unfitness,  based  on  the  lov/est  common  denominator  of  high 
density  industrial  slum  housing,  fails  to  meet  the  needs  of  an  affluent 
urban  society  and  requires  modification.  Perhaps  higher  adoptive  local 
standards  are  the  answer.  Certainly  many  of  the  homes  erected  by 
speculative  Victorian  builders  are  strong  and  enduring.  Nowadays  people 
ask  for  much  more  than  the  crustacean’s  shell,  and  much  of  this 
development  is  reaching  such  a condition  that,  though  it  may  continue 
to  stand  indefinitely,  it  is  in  other  respects  almost  but  not  quite  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 


RENT  ACT,  1937 

Coming  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957?  this  Act  presented 
the  Department  with  the  problem  of  adjudicating  on  applications  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  from  the  tenants  of  rent-controlled  properties. 
Though  the  volume  of  v\^ork  has  fallen  off,  applications  still  dribble  in. 
In  my  opinion,  the  procedure  is  unnecessarily  complicated  and  prolix, 
seemingly  deterring  many  genuine  applicants  and  ostensibly  conceived  in 
deference  to  a nev/  varient  of  Parkinson’s  Law^,  ’’Forms  multiply  to  consume 
the  ink  available  for  their  completion". 

l^ilst  I would  not  go  so  far  as  the  tenant  who  described  the  Act  as 
legalising  la.rceny,  undoubtedly  the  returns  on  this  type  of  property  now 
show  a fairer  relation  to  the  capital  invested.  Locally  there  may  have 
been  a few  isolated  cases  of  hardship  resulting  from  the  Act,  but  on  the 
whole  the  more  realistic  state  of  affairs  that  has  prevailed  since  then 
has  meant  that  arrears  of  maintenance  have  been  quickly  seen  to.

IMPAOVEIimT  CHANTS 

The  public  health  inspector  has  been  associated  with  the  improvement 
of  house  property  and  the  raising  of  standards  since  the  passing  of  the  first 
public  health  legislation  in  the  early  half  of  the  last  century. 

Grants  to  secure  the  improvements  are  not  new^  both  local  and  national 
Acts 5 the  first  in  19^6^  have  been  passed  from  time  to  time  to  enable  Councils 
to  make  grants  to  secure  water  supplies,  drainage  and  improved  sanitation# 

Locally  there  are  two  kinds  of  grant  available  for  modernising  older 

houses s 


1 » A Standard  Grant  under  which  house  owners  and  certain  leaseholders 
can  obtain,  as  a right,  half  the  actual  cost,  up  to  a maximum  of  £155?  of 
installing  five  basic  improvements  s a bath  or  shower,  a wash-hand  basin,  a 
water  closet,  a hot  water  system,  and  a food  store# 

2o  A Discretionary  Grant  under  which  up  to  one-third  the  estimated 
cost  of  more  extensive  improvements,  including  conversions,  may  be  paid  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Council  subject  to  a maximum  grant  of  £400# 

Most  of  the  inspections  made  were  in  connexion  with  standard  grants. 
The  standard  grant  system  was  designed  to  produce  as  simple  a procedure  as 
possible  and  to  enable  owners  to  form  a reasonably  accurate  idea  of  the 
assista,nce  they  are  likely  to  receive  before  any  expense  is  incurred#  One 
recurring  snag  encountered  was  the  difficulty  of  providing  access  otherwise 
than  through  the  middle  bedroom^  to  a proposed  back  bedroom/nev;  bathroom 
conversion#  In  all  cases  this  difficulty  was  overcome,  but  whereas  the  work 
of  providing  separate  access  to  a bathroom  ranks  for  discretionary  grant 
payment,  it  is  outside  the  standard  grant  scheme#  The  higher  ratiomof  grant 
paid  (one-half  compared  with  one-third)  still  makes  the  standard  grant  the 
better  proposition  but  nonetheless  an  anomaly  for  all  that# 
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Tho  rnajority  of  applications  have  been  from  owner-occupiers 9 but 
landlords  should  be  encouraged  b^^  all  means  in  our  power  to  take  advantage 
of  the  improvement  grant  schemes » It  is  not  generally  appreciated  by  land- 
lords that  the  conditions  which  have  to  be  obsorvod  are  not  exacting^  and  have 
to  be  observed  for  only  ten  years » Any  ovmer  can  free  himself  from  the 
liability  to  comply  with  the  conditions  by  repaying  the  proportion  of  the 
grant  which  is  due  to  the  local  authorityo  This  amount  diminishes  by  one- 
tenth  for  every  year  which  passes  but  is  subject  to  compound  interest o 

If  owners  are  v/illing  to  improve  conditions  for  their  tenants  or 
for  themselves 9 as  occupiers 9 and  the  house  is  to  stand  for  at  least  fifteen 
years,  then  it  is  in  the  interests  of  owners,  tenants  and  the  Council  to 
make  the  grant.

SHQgS  ACT,  1930 

Partly  by  the  acceptance  of  delegated  powers  from  the  County  Council 
and  partly  by  statute,  the  Council  are  responsible  for  lighting,  heating, 
ventilation,  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  provision  of  facilities  for  hand 
washing  and  the  taking  of  meals  in  shops.  There  are  368  establishments  in 
the  District  to  which  the  Act.  applies 

During  the  year,  only  eighteen  inspections  to  check  the  adequacy  of 
health  and  v/elfare  facilities  were  possible.  Persuasive  action  resulted  in 
improvement  at  four  shops. 


CAI^lPllTG  SITES 

Doubtless  a consequence  of  the  Egham  debacle,  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O,  reached  the  statute  book  and  came  into 
operation  on  the  19th  August,  I96O0  The  Act  introduced  a much  stronger 
duality  of  control  over  caravan  sites.  The  Planning  Authority  uses  its 
powers  to  control  the  location  of  sites  and  the  buildings  erected  on  them 
and  District  Councils  regulate  the  conditions  on  the  sites.  Applied 
intelligently  and  with  discretion,  the  Act  should  produce  a profouhd 
improvement  in  standards. 

All  the  town’s  main  sites  are  of  the  seasonal  or  holiday  type.  Only 
one  site  of  10  caravans  is  unsewered  and  all  are  supplied  with  mains  water. 
The  absence  of  a single  complaint  during  the  year  testifies  to  the  manner  in 
which  these  sites  v/ere  run. 

Wisely,  the  Council  maintained  a policy  of  opposing  the  establishment 
of  residential  caravanning^  for  a rectangular  cell,  however  ingeniously 
compartmentalised  or  lavishly  equipped,  is  quite  unsuitable  as  a family  home.

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As  a staple  industry  of  the  town,  catering  is  of  vital  importance 
in  maintaining  the  town’s  reputation  as  a holiday  resort. 

That  hygiene  has  a cash  value  is  a truism  apted  upon  by  the 
progressive  food  trader o Ostensibly,  personal  grooming,  environmental 
cleanliness,  lighting,  atmospheric  freshness,  decor,  storage  and  display 
form  a simple  yardstick  of  efficiency  in  an  industry  still  too  smugly 
indulgent  tov/ards  the  mediocre  and  slovenly.  Not  that  ’’appearances  only” 
matter o ’’Behind  scen/5es”  is  just  as  important.  And  in  this  respect  it  is  a 
pity  that  no  local  restaurateur  has  follov/ed  the  growing  national  practice 
of  pi^eparing  meals  in  full  view  of  the  consumer.  For  tho  example  of  the 
well-trained  a,nd  consientious  food  handler  is  the  foundation  upon  which 
higher  standards  can  be  built. 

Seemingly  some  hoteliers  do  not  realise  the  impossibility  of 
applying  the  principles  of  good  catering  hygiene  in  a kitchen  designed  only 
for  domestic  use  yet  hurriedly  and  often  fortuitously  pressed  into  commercial 
service.  Good  kitchen  planning,  based  on  v/ork  flow  and  output,  is  essential, 
if  food-handlers  are  not  to  lose  heart  in  the  everlasting  struggle  to  produce 
far  more  meals  than  is  convenient  for  the  size  of  kitchen.

The  Council’s  principal  pov/ers  controlling  local  milk  supplies 
relate  to  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk,  including  the  taking  of 
preventive  measures  against  the  spread  of  milk-borne  diseases.  The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  the  statutory  authority  supervising 
milk  production  at  dairy  farms. 

The  Urban  District  is  included  in  a "Specified  Area"  by  a Statutory 
Order,  which  prohibits  any  person  from  selling  by  retail  for  human  consumption 
milk  other  than  specially  designated  milk  (i.e.,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or 
tuberculin  tested  milk).  Only  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk  is  sold  in  the 
District .

NOISES  NOISE  ABATFI'ENI  ACT,  I96O 

The  end  of  the  year  sav/  this  Act  in  the  statute  book^  superseding 
and  improving  on  the  provisions  of  Section  128  of  the  Felixstowe  Urban  District 
Council  Act,  1947^  Contrary  to  the  private  Act,  the  word  ’’noise”  is  no  longer 
qualified  by  the  words  ’’excessive”  ’’unreasonable”  and  ’’unnecessary”.  Gone  too 
is  the  injunction  to  have  due  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
including  cost. 

Noise,  which  has  been  colloquially  defined  as  unwanted  sound,  cannot 
be  stopped  without  proper  control.  That  subjective  standards  are  still  to  apply 
in  this  scientific  age  is  a pity^  for  rules, albeit  of  an  elastic  character,  could 
surely  have  been  promulgated  for  the  guidance  of  officers  in  the  field. 
Nevertheless  the  Act  is  a step  in  the  right  direction. 
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CLEM  AIR  ACT,  19^6 


Several  complaints  were  received  from  nearby  residents  about  smoke 
emitted  by  one  of  the  two  chimneys  at  the  Council’s  Outfall  Works*  The 
offending  chimney  serves  manually  operated  coal-fired  steam-generating 
plant  providing  a stand-by  and  supplementary  source  of  power  for  the  sewage 
pumps  during  periods  of  peak  demand  (eog*  heavy  rainfall)* 

It  is  clear  that  the  problem  of  meeting  an  unpredictably  fluctuating 
demand  for  steam  with  boilers  designea  and  built  in  an  era  of  cheap  a,bundant 
coal  and  public  indifference  to  smokeless  combustion  cannot  be  overcome  without 
drastic  improvementso  And  in  this  respect  the  Council’s  intention  to  displace 
steam  by  another  source  of  power  appears  to  be  the  long-term  answer*  Meantime 9 
it  is  up  to  operating  staff  to  be  ever  smoke-conscious*
